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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Misra digitally signs the license pack and sends it 
to the requesting server, using encryption, inherently comprises making the key for decryption available to the recipient, whether it is using 
public key, where the sender would use the recipient's public key or secret key encryption, where both parties would have had to agree to 
a key, it is irrelevant, since the system of Misra sends and receives encryption information and thus anticipates the broad claim language.
